We therefore did not lie to him when we 
told him the project had ceased. The 
second phase was started later (without 
my knowledge) by the Office of Opera- 
tions— but at whose instigation or with 
what approvals I do not know. 

Mr. Kennedy did not criticize the 
project— at least not in my presence, 
i He was furious that our concern for 
security impeded his program for pros- 
ecuting organized crime figures. He di- 
i rected that we not utilize such types 
j again without his prior approval.
